CARRIVK-ON-SHANNOUN, Wednesday. 

At Leitrim County Council meeting last 
evening the County Surveyor, Mr. E. O'Neil 
Clarke and memorialists from the Drum- 
Shambo, Ballinglira, Kishearrigan and 
Fenagh areas detailed the great destraction 
and havoc that had been brought through the 
recent deluge and the tloods which foilowed 
from the Stoney River, which had broken its 
banks and diverted its course. 

Mr. Charles Ferguson, who lives in the 
Stradrina district, told the meeting in a 
very lengthy letter that if immediate steps 
were not taken to provide some remedy for 
the protection of his home, his wife and 
family inside a short specified time he musi. 
have recourse to some other means of rectifi- 
eration, as his whole house is uninhabitable 
Owing to the constant floods and water run- 
ning from the Stoney River coming across 
Stradrina Hill. Floods quenched the fire on 
th» hearth-stone and flooded his bedrooms. 

SURVEYOR’S REPORT. 

The County Surveyor stated in a report 
that the tremendous downfall on the 2nd 
August had brought destruction in certain 
areas to both public works and private pyro- 
perty. The mouniain districts near Lough 
Allen, extending to Preevelan on the north 
to Aughnasheelin in the east, had suffered 
most, many bridges being damaged, river 
works carried away and crops destroyed. The 
most serious damage occurred in Sradrinagh 
on the Stoney River, where a flood of ex- 
traordinary dimensions swept down from the 
mountain, carrying with it boulders of large 
sise, many upwards of one ton in weight, and 
one he measnred 24 tons. These boulders 
and gravel filled the river bed, and the river, 
bursting its banks, ran alon the 
road, utterly destroying it, me took 
a new course across the field into 
a neighbouring stream, which divides 
Sradinagh from Cornamucklagh South. The 
river widened its bed, swept ;wav lands. 
covered fields with stones and gravel, wrecked 
a house and demolished out-offices in 
Snadrinagh, and flooded houses lower down. 
The road has been rendered impassable. In 
one place the depth of water «n it is six 
feet; another portion is covered with large 
boulders, and the third portion of it has the 
surface torn off and the paving exposed. 
Creevelea and Belhavel areas were also badly 
damaged. 

1,000 ACRES SUBMERGED. 

The Very Rev. Canon A. McGower, P.P.., 
and a number of people drew attention to 
the floods in the Kishcarrigan-Fenagh dis. 
trict and the damage done. One thousand 
acres, from Slieve-an-Erinn to Kishcarrigan 
village, were submerged on either side, the 
entire crops carried away or left useless for 
the season. 

On the proposition of Mr. Mooney, seconded 
by Mr. Carter, the Irish Land Commission 
were urged to take immediate steps to make 
good the damage done through the floods.

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The future representation on the Dublin 
County Council, and the numerical strength 
of that body were-the-subjeeb-of an. inquiry 
which was. held. yesterday in the County 
Council Offices, Dublin, ban J. Miiev. 
Eois of the Free State Local Government 


epartment. : 
| Owing to the alteration in the electoral 


nrea and the machinery for appointing its 
members..in consequence of the passing of the, 
recent Act for the municipal government of 
Dublin. and the coastal boroughs of Kings- 
town, the constitution of the Council, it ‘was 
stated, would be reduced from the original 
twenty-six members to nineteen. ' 

The (Council sought an order fixing the 
number at twenty-six, in order that the rural 
districts’ would continue to be adequately 
represented. : 

Mr. Miley, in outlining the. scope. of his 
functions.in connection with the inquiry, re- 
marked that the application of the Council 
was to increase its future membership from 
that prescribed by the recent Local Govern- 
ment Act, and he did not propose to deai 
with the county electoral areas, which might 
be a matter for future investigation. 

ACT OF 1898. 

Mr. T, Early, solicitor to the County Coun- 
cil, said that under the Local Go:'ernment 
Act of 1898 the County Council was com- 
posed of twenty-six members, nineteen of 
whom were elected directly by. the, voters, 
five were chairmen of the Rural District 
Councils, who automatically became members 
of the County Council, and two were co- 
opted. There was a rearrangement of. the 
areas made + when Clontarf was: included 
within, the municipal. boundaries, but the 
number of members continued at twenty-six, 
and it remained at that number until 1925, 
when proportional representation. was brought 
into operation. For the purpose of that Act 
the electoral areas were grouped as follows :— 
Swords, four; Rathmines, seven; Clondalkin. 
three, and Kingstown, -five—which gave them 
nineteen members. There were five additiona! 
—chairman of the Rural District Councils. 
That left the Council with twenty-four mem- 
bers, and it was considered that nineteen 
members would be inadequate to carry out 
the duties of the Council in consequence of 
tne additional duties with which they would 
be entrusted. On the basis of population, 
seven of the future elected members would 
be assigned to Kingstown, which would leave 
only twelve to represent the rural aréás. 

EFFECTS OF APPLICATION: 

Mr. Miley—The effect of your application 
is that you require twenty-six, and on the 
population of the rural districts that would 
reduce the representation of the County 
Council by the five chairmen of the Rural 
District Councils. You say that would be 
the result of the new situation? 

Mr. Early replied in the affirmative. The 
Council would lose the five chairmen of the 
ural Councils. while the former representa- 
tion of Pembroke and Rathmines would go. 
At one time certain regulations were made 
which would entitle the County Council to 
twenty-nine members, and it was suggested 
during the passage of the present bill that 
the membership of the Council would be 
thirty-three. After consideration the Council 
had now agreed that twenty-six members 
would be the proper number to. cope with its 
duties upon the Council and its subsidiary 
bodies.

In pursuit of her general policy of complete 
independence, however, the Free State hav 


| decidéd to ignore her membership of the 
British Commonwealth, and to go forward 


on her merits. China is very anxious to 
recover the seat which she vacated in 1928, 
when she failed to secure a two-thirds vote 
of the Assembly for her re-election; but, 
unless she pays off her substantial arrears 
to the League and sets her house in order 
before next month, she hardly will be 
chosem this year. There probably will be 
other candidates, but Norway has a strong 
claim.to Finland’s seat, and serious opposi- 
tion may be expected only by the Free 
State. If Britain and the Dominions vote 
for their colleague, success will be assured.

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'English Place Names. 


The pronunciation of English proper 
names is notoriously erratic—even if 
Oscar Wilde exaggerated when he said 
that ‘‘Beauchamp’’ was pronounced as 
‘““Chumley.”’ Now the British. Broad- 
casting Company has tackled the cognate 
problem of place names. This task has 
been forced upon it by the necessities of 
its work: In a booklet which was 
published yesterday the Company says 
that its announcers are required. to 
“broadcast’’» place names nearly every 
day, and that often a recognisable pro- 
nunciation .of such names is essential. 
For instance, confusion and even loss 
may’.occur if place’ names mentioned in 
“ 8.0.8.'' messages, in Board of Agricul- 
ture: orders and in sports news are not 
intelligible to the inhabitants of the 
places. Since no dictionary covers the 
whole field, the Company has compiled 
this booklet, which contains the prowuncia- 
tion of some 1,500 English names. Its 


_thethod was so thorough that its informa- 
tion. may be accepted ‘as trustworthy. 


In «the first instance, listeners, at the 
Company's request, supplied the “right ”' 
pronunciation of place’names; and then 
the. accuracy of their versions was tested 
by reference to the vicar and the post- 
master of the places’ concerned. The

** Utcheter.”” It appears, therefore, that 
the most casual ‘‘ 8.0.8.” could not miss 
Uttoxeter, but the announcer who secks 
to get in contact with Woolfardisworthy, 
near Bideford, cannot afford to take. risks. 
His message, like the unlucky half of a 
Homeric hero’s prayer, will be lost in 
ether .if he fails to address .it to 
“Woolrery.” The B.B.C.’s work upon 
general speech and on place names is 
proof of the increasing importance with 
which ‘‘ broadcasting’? and “talking 
pictures have endowed the spoken word. 
Henceforward the spread of languages, 
their purity or degradation, will depend 
largely on the use or abuse of these two 
agencies. We are reminded, too, that 
political considerations may be involved.

A Great Cricketer. 


Yesterday evening at Kennington Oval 
John Berry Hobbs batted for the last time 
in Test cricket. The occasion did not pass 
without due recognition. © Not orfly did 
the Australians greet their great opponent 
bareheaded, but the crowd cheered him 
to the echo. It would have been a happy 
ending if Hobbs could have repeated his 
effort of 1926 on the same ground. With 
no disrespect to Rhodes and Larwood we 
may say that the match was won by 
Hobbs. When he and Sutcliffe opened 
England's second innings against a deficit 
of 22, the Oval wicket presented the 
proverbial ‘‘glue pot.” Hobbs rose, 
magnificent, to the occasion. Taking all 
the bowling when he could, he played what 
connoisseurs of cricket have recognised 
to be the finest innings of his life, and, 
perhaps, the finest innings of all time. 
He scored exactly 100 runs, but, if the 
truth be admitted, Sutcliffe’s score of 161 
might have been credited to Hobbs, whose 
superb artistry protected him until the 
pitch had dried. No fireworks were here 
and little applause.. An agonised. crowd, 
by their manifest concern, must have made 
every stroke a magnum opus; yet Hobbs 
did not fail, and, on the evening of the 
following day, his old colleague Rhodes 
and young Larwood drove the final rfail 
into the Australian coffin. Hobbs’s record 
as an opening batsman is without parallél. 
With Rhodes at Melbourne, in 1911, he 
put on 3525 for the first wicket against 
Australia; his partnership with Sutcliffe 
on the same.ground in 1924 realised 283, 
and, again in 1924, at Lord’s against South 
Africa, he and Sutcliffe collected 268 befone 
they were separated. Unhappily yester- 
day, when he had made only 9, he played 
on to Fairfax; but this quiet finish to @ 
great career cannot.impair his fame. Hig 
style is a model for every schoolboy, and 
we still may hope that his mantle will 
descend to-day on one of his colleagues’

Sydney’s Bridge. 


On Monday the two halves of the 1,670 
foot span of Sydney Harbour Bridge were 
closed. The whole structure: will not ve 
finished until next year, but Monday’s 
performance marks the completion of the 
most onerous part of the work. Five steel 
approach spans will lead to the central 
portion on either side, and from end to 
end the bridge will have a total length of 
steelwork of 3,770 feet. Experts claim 
that it will be able to accommodate hourly 
the passage of no less than 168 electric 
trains, 6,000 vehicles and 40,000 
pedestrians. The work of Messrs. 
Dorman, Long and Company, Ltd., it will 
be a purely British production, and never 
before. has an arch bridge of such 
dimensions. been attempted by the 
engineers of any country. It is astonish- 
ing in the history of bridges how few have 
been the cause of calamity. Their 
construction on a large scale has been 
known from the earliest times; a bridge 
4,500 feet in length, for instance, was 
built across the Danube by the Emperor 
Trajan. As science developed, the semi- 
circular arches of the ancients yielded to 
pointed arches of small span. Thus, in 
the middle ages, rivers were bridged by 
steeply sloping constructions, whose great 
strength has preserved many of them until 
our own times. The needs of growing 
traffic, however, demand a flat crossing, 
and engineers are compelled to seek 4 
compromise between solidity and comfort. 
lí the flatter bridge lacks the beauty 
of its steeply arched predecessor, at least 
it represents a higher degree of engineer- 
ing skill. and greater utility. Sydney 
Harbour Bridge is an exemplar of the 
latest development of engineering science.

FINE CONDUCT OF CREW 
OF THE TAHITI.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Pago Pago (American Samoa) 
reports that the passengers from the 
Tahiti were safely landed at Pago Payo 
yesterday by the American steamer Ven- 
tura. Sir Hugh Allen, Director of the 
Royal College of Music, who was amon¢ 
the passengers aboard the Tahiti, was 
loud in praise of the conduct of the ill- 
fated liner’s crew, as well as the work of 
the rescuers. He said that none 5: the 
passengers knew the danger until hours 
after the propeller shaft broke. 
‘The fight to keep the Tahiti afloat, 
and the rescue operations, were carried 
out like drilling exercises,’’ he added. 


SMILING OFFICERS. 

Dr. Bennet, Bishop of Aotearoa, New 
Zealand, who was ‘another passenger on 
the Tahiti, said that some slight nervous- 
ness prevailed among the passengers when 
they heard the crew turning out, but they 
were reassured when they came on deck 
and were met by the smiling officers and 
stewards, who requested them to put on 
their life belts. ‘‘ There was no uncer- 
tainty among the crew,” the Bishop said. 
“ All hands were admirable in handling 
the situation. 

At a dinner given here last night ‘o 
celebrate the rescue, the cool-headedness o! 
the captain and the crew was heartily 
praised, and the chief engineer, Mr 
Thompson, was also hailed as a hero. 


A ROYAL WELCOME. 

The only casualties among the passen- 
gers were two women who fainted during 
the rescue operations. As the steamer 
Ventura approached Pago Pago with the 
crew and passengers of the doomed Tahiti 
on board every available whistle and 
syren screamed a welcome. and as she 
steamed into the harbour every signal 
station spelled out the words “ Well 
done ’’ with international code flags. 

The Ventura has left for San Fran- 
cisco after a seven-hour stop here. Her 
captain, Mr. W. R. Meyer, and her crew. 
have been simply deluged with messzes 
of thanks and congratulation. —

ATTENDING CONGRESS IN 
SWEDEN. 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT 
STOCKHOLM, Wednesday. 

Professor H. H. Turner, Savilian Pro- 
fessor of Astronomy at Oxford University, 
died here to-day. He was admitted to 
hospital on Sunday, suffering from an 
apoplectic stroke. Professor Turner had 
been attending the Geodetical Congress 
here. 

OXFORD, Wednesday. 

News of the death of Professor Turner 
was received with deep regret to-night 
here, where he was a popular figure. His 
wife and daughter immediatley crossed to 
Stockholm by air on hearing of his illness 
on Tuesday, but the Professor never re- 
gained consciousness. He had ‘been in 
Stockholm only a short time when he was 
taken ill. 

Professor Turner, who was one of Ox- 
ford’s most popular professors, was a very 
energetic man, who soon felt the effects 
of heat. It was no uncommon sight to see 
him walking from the Radcliffe Observa- 
tory, at Oxford, to his home in Blackhall 
road, in his shirt sleeves.» 

During the term of Dr. Spooner, as 
Warden of New College, Professor Turner 
was a frequent week-end visitor, and it is 
stated that on more than one occasion he 
wheeled his own luggage on a hand barrow 
from his home to the College. . Professor 
Turner was a great lover of children, and 
a believer in ‘education and popular 
science. For many years he lectured at 
children’s Christmas lectures in Oxford. 

He was one of the best known of modern 
English astronomers and a notable figure 
among Oxford scholars. He was born in 
Leeds in 1861. 

For some years he was Chief Assistant 
of the Royal Observatory of Greenwich. 
He was appointed Professor of Astronomy 
at Oxford, and became a Fellow of New 
College in 1893. He was made President 
of the Royal Astronomical] Society in 1903, 
and ten years later was one of the General 
Secretaries of the British Association, 
holding office for nine years. 


DEATH SENTENCE 
REVERSED. 


ALLEGED WAR-TIME SPY 
CLEARED OF CHARGE, 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The Paris courtmartial to-day reversed 
a death sentence passed in 1919, and by 
so doing made honourable amends to an 
aged Alsatian named Charles Leopold 
Hartmann, who for the past nine years 
had been living under the menace of 
execution should he return to France. 

Hartmann, now aged 75, was born in 
Alsace, but 1s now an American citizen, 
and lived for forty-eight years in the 
United States without ever returning to 
Europe. Last month, for the first time 
since emigrating to America, Hartmann 
came to France to visit his native town, 
Nordheim, 

There he was astonished to hear that he 
had been sentenced to death as a war- 
time spy, and, as the sentence was still 
valid, he was arrested. Hartmann had 
no difficulty in showing that it was a case 
oi mistaken identity, and he was released 
pending his final rehabilitation, which 
took place to-day. 

It appears that some person unknown 
wrote a number of years ago to Nordheim 
from Washington asking for the birth 
certificate and other papers of Charles 
Leopold Hartmann. On obtaining these 
the imposter proceeded to Europe, where 
he acted as a German spy, makiny use of 
Hartmann’s name. 

It came out at this afternoon's hearing 
that the false Hartmann was arrested 
about half-way through the war by British 
naval officials at Gibraltar and then 
released after six months’ imprisonment. 
The judgment of the Court Ress oe declares 
that Charles Leopold Hartmann is not the 
so-called Hartmann who was sentenced to 
death by default, and rectifies the original 
sentenc» accordingly. 

Hartmann, who is remarkably sprightly 
for his age, spoke French with difficulty. 
He left the court ‘‘as cool as a 
cucumber,"’ the President remarking: 
‘‘ All's well that ends well. I hope you 
will not have too bad a memory of your 
visit to France.’’ , :

The further large increase in thé 
number of registered unemployed and ‘the 
enormous financial burdens which the dole 
is throwing on the country, strengthen the 
public demand for a thorough overhaul of 
the Insurance Acts and their administra- 
tion under Socialist régime. It has been 
manifest for a long time that a great many 
people are drawing benefit who are not 
entitled to it. By a deliberate abstention 
from work for more than two’ or three 
days they manage to draw cheap money 
for the remainder of the week. That now 
has become an organised practice, but the 
Minister of Labour turns a blind eye to 
what has grown into a public scandal. 
Mr. Churchill hit the nail on the head 
some time ago when he suggested in the 
House that the trade unions would the 
employed better by telling their members 
to work than by teaching them to qualify 
for the dole. The hit was so effective that 
the Labour members howled him down. 
In a speech to-day Mr. Churchill made 
clear that this form of State assistance 
must be purged of abuses and imposture. 


The Imperial Conference. 


September 30th has been fixed pro- 
visionally for the opening of the Imperial 
Conference, and most of its personnel are 
on the high seas bound for this country. 
Some already have arrived, and not least 
among them is General Hertzog, who was 
the first to reach these shores. On the 
suggestion of the Prime Minister the 
business on the opening day will be pre- 
ceded by a short Service in Westminster 
Abbey. The date of the Indian Round 
Table Conference cannot be fixed until the 
attitude taken by the Indian Congress 
leaders towards the Conference is known 
definitely, but it is expected to be about 
the middle of November. Delegates from 
British India will number about fiftr. 
They will be provided with passages to 
this country, and are to receive £100 a 
month subsistence grant and 25s. a day 
personal expenses. 


Trades Dispute Act. 


This year’s Trade Union Congress 
promises to be of more than usual interest. 
The two principal matters to engage atten 
tion will be the report of the Economic 
Committee in favour of safeguarding and 
the Government failure to repeal the 
Trades Disputes Act. Any coquétting 
with protection will be to the free trade 
section like the waving of a red rag to a 
bull, though it cannot be gainsaid that 
large numbers of Labour men, once pro- 
nounced free traders, have become 
sceptical of Cobdenite doctrines. The 
Government will be attacked bitterly for 
breach of faith over the Trades Disputes 
Act. They promised that the purging of 
the measure from the Statute Book would 
be their first duty in office, but not a 
single move has been made in that 
direction. The unions wish to be rid of it 
that they may revert to coercion of their 
membership in connection with the 
political levy. 


iron and Steel Trades. 


Lord Sankey’s Committee, which was 
charged with the examining of the position 
of the iron and steel trade, has finished 
its work and has put forward for 
ministerial consideration what are believed 
to be far-reaching recommendations. There 
is’ strong public demand for publication 
of the report, but so far the Government 
seem inclined to regard it as a document 
for their guidance on policy, and are dis. 
inclined to give it light of day. It is under- 
stood that the Committee advocate large 
scale amalgamations, together with 
rationalisation and the complete modernisa- 
tion of the industry. 


The Test Match. 


Though rain threatened several times 
during the day, it did not interrupt play 
at the Oval, except for a minute or so soon 
after the start, when a sharp shower 
caused the field to make for the Pavilion. 
Some of the players had not got that far 
when the call to turn back was given, and 
the game at once was resumed. Theré was 
a notable falling off in the numbers form 
ing the early morning queues, and, at mid 
day, the seats in the covered stands were 
far from fully occupied. A feature of the 
match was the great ovation given to 
Bradman, when his innings closed. Hobbs 
had a rousing reception, and his early dis- 
missal for only nine runs was a terrible 
blow to English hopes. All sportsmen 
wished him to play a dashing innings in 
something of his old form in what was his 
last appearance in Test cricket. 


London-Paris Air Route. 


Fares on the London-Paris route are 
being reduced by the Imperial Airways 
this week, and for the services leaving 
London and Paris at 5 p.m. the charge wil! 
be four guineas instead of £5 15s. Day 
trips to the Continent, allowing five hours 
in Paris, will be run every day. for a fare 
of £7 19s. 6d. Additional services are to 
be run between London and Le Touquet, 
the fares for which will be £3 10s. single 
and £6 13s. return. All services are 
operated by three-engined, all British air 
liners, Air traffic on the Continental 
routes continues to expand, and many of 
the passengers at this time of the year are 
tourists- from the’ United States and 
visitors from the Dominions. 


Tourist Trophy Arrangements. 


So heavy have been the bookings on the 
London, Midland and, Scottish Heysham- 
Belfast service for the Ulster Tourist 
Trophy. race that it has ween found neces- 
sary to run two additional steamers on 
Friday. Three steamers will leave Belfast 
for Heysham with returning passengers 
and motor cars, and special arrangements 
have been made to convey cars by the 
ordinary ordinary night mail passénger 
steamer from Belfast on Sunday. 


Railway Employment. 


Pressure is being brought to bear on 
the National Union of Railwaymen by 
many of its branches to take up officiall) 
the question of dismissals of men by the 
companies. It is probable that the 
general situation will be reviewed on a 
national basis by the National Union of 
Railwaymen’s Executive in the near 
future, and that the National Shopmen s 
Council, which includes representatives of 
the craft unions, as well as the National 
Union of Railwaymen, will be called to 
discuss the whole question of dismissals. 
The unions are at variance on policy. 
Some prefer a distribution of availabla 
work, while others—and especially the 
National Union of Railwaymen—stand for 
full time working and a guaranteed week 
for shopmen, even with the risk of cur- 
tailment of staffs. 


Whitsuntide Offerings. 


A case of importance to some four 
thousand unbeneticed clergy will come be- 
fore the Courts shortly, in the form of an 
appeal against the decision of the Specia! 
Commissioners of Income Tax that Whit- 
suntide offerings are liable to tax. The 
Commissioners claim that these are com- 
parable to the Easter offerings made to 
incumbents, and that they accrue by 
reason of their employment. The case is 
a matter of great moment ‘to those con- 
cerned, as it affects the poorest clergy in 
the Church, who are the least able to 
afford any inroad into their scanty 
incomes. A defence fund has been opened 
to meet the cost of the action.

MR. CHURCHILL ON 
INDIA. 


LOW EBB OF BRITISH 
AUTHORITY. 


- 


Mr. Winston Churchill, addressing a 
Conservative gathering at the residence of 
Lord Carson at Minster, Thanet, yester- 
day, said that he hoped that there were a 
great many Conservatives who were not at 
all happy about the conduct of national 
affairs. 

He was unhappy about India. Look 
at what had happened around the city 
of Peshawar during the last fortnight. 
It would almost seem that the same spirit 
of ‘‘ defeatism ” in high places, which 
was so rapidly throwing India into chaos, 
had paralysed military action at 
Peshawar. 

The Afridi invasion was a challenge 
unheard of until now. It marked the 
lowest ebb yet seen of British authority 
in India. These tribesmen only came 
because they had been led to believe that 
Lord Irwin’s Government was clearing 
out of India, and that rich spoils lay open 
to their raids. There was the sinister 
feature of the event. If there was weak- 
ness at Simla, there was folly at the India 
Office. 

LARGE ISSUES. 

I have dwelt upon this Peshawar 
episode, said Mr. Churchill, because it is 
typical of the weakness and incapacity 
with which the present Government are 
handling Indian affairs. Much larger 
issues are raised by the manner in which 
the Indian Constitutional problem is 
being dealt with. 

The Government of India has arrested 
and imprisoned Gandhi for criminal 
breaches of the law. They now permit 
him to hold Cabinet Councils with fellow- 
conspirators in the jail, while the great 
governing organism, upon whose calm 
strength the lives and livelihood of un- 
counted millions depend, wait, cap in 
hand, outside the cell door, hoping to 
wheedle a few kind words out of their 
prisoner. Already, in the hopes of 
placating this malevolent fanatic, the 
Socialist Government has banished Sir 
John Simon from the Round Table Con- 
ference which is to be held in November. 

To exclude Sir John Simon from the 
Round Table Conference at the behest of 
a handful of disloyal. Indian. politicians is 
a proceeding at once abject and foolish, 
reflecting nothing but discredit on those 
responsible for it, whether here or in 


India. 
FALSE HOPES. 

1 wish to place on record my conviction, 
added, Mr. Churchill, that it is almost 
certain that the result of this Conference 
will be confusion worse confounded. I 
hope, indeed, it will not be disastrous. It 
is very wrong to encourage false hopes in 
the minds of the Indian political classes. 
It is in the building up of truly repre- 
sentative institutions in the great provinces 
of India, institutions which shall have 
their roots deep in the soil and in the life 
of the Indian masses, that the path of 
practical progress now lies. 


THE POSITION IN EGYPT. 


Another thing that had been making 
him unhappy was Egypt. The Socialist 
Government was eager to scuttle out of 
Egypt and to withdraw our troops in 
Cairo, where they had preserved order and 
made progress possible for fifty years. As 
this could not be immediately accom- 
plished, the Foreign Office, under Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, seemed to be en- 
deavouring to produce an impossible situa- 
tion by continual interference in Egyptian 
internal affairs. 

One would almost think, said Mr. 
Churchill, they were trying to breed a 
civil war in Egypt, as one might breed 
serpents in the ‘‘ Zoo.’’ Mr. Henderson 
and his Foreign Office tried to be neutral! 
and impartial by keeping the ring clear 
and helping both sides to fight their quarrel] 
out to the bitter end. 


THE NAVY. 

He was also unhappy about the Navy. 
We had made an agreement with the 
Americans, the effect of which was that 
their navy was to be stronger than ours, 
and that we were not to be equal to them 
at sea. This was a momentous and 
melancholy decision for us to take. Still 
we were resolved never to have a war with 
the United States, and we were sure such 
a thing could not possibly happen. There 
was, therefore, no practical cause for 
anxiety, so far as the agreement with 
America was concerned. 

The immediately practical peril of the 
treaty to us was in Asia and in Europe. 
We had bound ourselves by a solemn 
instrument to restrict our Navy, while all 
others were increasing theirs, so that we 
should not be able when the treaty had 
been carried out to defend our trade and 
interests in the Far East against a hostile 
Power, or bring our food supplies through 
the Mediterranean and the Channel in the 
face of the French submarines and 
flotillas. 

The fact remained that when this treaty 
hal been carried out we should be defence- 
less at sea, so far as our food supply was 
concerned, and dependent upon the good- 
wiil and self restraint of foreign nations, 
as we had never been since the days of 
Charles IT. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

He was unhappy, too, about the bad 
trade and unemployment. Some of our 
troubles were shared with the whole world 
at this time, others were the result of our 
folly at the last election in handing over 
the great affairs of the realm to a gang of 
Socialists, who only three years before had 
organised the general strike. 

onfidence and business enterprise had 
been destroyed by the arrival of the 
Socialists at the summit of power, and 
industrial depression had been aggravated 
the venomous class taxation in which 
they had indulged. : | 

“ I hope that the Imperial Conference 
will produce a situation which will enable 
a practical policy for improving the trade 
between the mother country and the 
Dominions to be proclaimed by all of us 
with one voice. It would be wrong for 
loyal friends to quarrel among thém- 
selves. It would be foolish not to wait 
till the facts are made plain before taking

Before the War, he said, Argentinians 
were friendly towards the United States, 
but when the United States instituted an 
ageressive policy in the Caribbean area 
and revised old doctrines for their own 
benefit “‘ we began to realise our position 
in the Western Hemisphere.’’ 

“We left the League of Nations because 
we felt it’ was’ an entirely new European 
institution, and why are we going to stay 
in that at, Washington, which is a purely 
United. States institution,” said the 
Argentine speaker. Argentinians admired 
the United States, but believed that as 
long as the relations of the two nations 
‘‘are not based on equality and sincerity, 
the amity between the: United. States and 
Argentina can never bé true amity.”’

The» Times of to-day, in a leading 
article, observes: — The Parliamentary 
recess is giving the Labour Party, as well 
as the Government, a welcome opportunity 
for the rest that is derived from repose 
of. spirit.

ITALIANS FLUNG 


RAMPONI MAY BE OUT 
OF THE RACE. 


a 


From Our Spectat REPRESENTATIVE. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The appetite of the people of Belfast 
for next Saturday’s great motor race was 
whetted this morning, when the majority 
of the cars which will compete were out 
for the first official practice trials over 
the Ards circuit... Although no speed lap 
“ records ” were broken, there was some 
fast driving, a couple of bad spills, and 
a number of skids. 

It was a bad day for the Italian O.M. 
team ; for two of their ‘‘ crack’’ drivers, 
Ramponi and Fronteras, were out in the 
same car when it overturned at Bradshaw's 
Brae. Many drivers complainea of the 
road surface at Bradshaw’s Brae, which is 
dificult enough to negotiate ir the 
ordinary course of events. 


A BAD SKID. 

It appears that Ramponi was driving the 
O.M. car, with Fronteras in the mechanic's 
seat, and was taking the hill at Bradshaw's 
Brae, when, near the horse trough, the 
car skidded over to the off side of the 
road, dashed over the hedge and fell into 
the ditch on the other side. 

As the car hit the hedge it overturned 
and landed upside down in the ditch. 
Fortunately for the occupants of the car, 
the ground was soft. Stewards rushed to 
the aid of the two men, who were pinned 
underneath their car, and rescued them in 
a couple of minutes. 


THE OCCUPANTS INJURED. 

They were treated on the spot by the 
medical attendants and rushed to hospital. 
Of the two, Ramponi was the more 
seriously injured. The steering wheel hit 
him in the stomach, and he received a bad 
cutting about the chin. Fronteras escaped 
with a lacerated knee and some minor 
cuts and bruises. 

I learned to-night that both Fronteras 
and Ramponi are not so badly hurt as was 
at first thought. Speaking to Fronteras, 
the leader of the Italian O.M. team, to- 
night, he told “me that he was certainly 
driving on Saturday. He also assured me 
that Ramponi would be able to drive on 
Saturday, and that his car was being re- 
paired and would be ready in good time. 


THE CASE OF RAMPONI. 

Fronteras was limping badly as a result 
of the injury to his knee, but was in cheer- 
ful mood. It will be remembered that 
Fronteras wrecked his car during the 
Phoenix Park Races in Dublin last month, 
when he crashed into a barricade at 
Mountjoy Corner. 

Captain Phillips, the Press Secretary, 
told me that Fronteras had passed the 
special medical examination this evening, 
but he was nót so sure that Ramponi 
would be fit to drive in the race. 

This accident mars the chances of the 
O.M. team in the race. It is not yet known 
whether their car will be able to race or 
not ; for up to a late hour this evening it 
had not been dragged out of the ditch 
and taken to their dépét for examination. 


THE SECOND ACCIDENT. 

The other accident during the practices 
also occurred at Bradshaw’s. Brae, and in- 
volved Victor Horsman’s Triumph. Hors- 
man, in the beginning of the practices, 
skidded very near the same place as did 
Ramponi, and overturned without going 
over the hedge. Both he and his 
mechanic were pinned underneath the car. 
but were rescued immediately by stewards. 

They were, fortunately, none the worse 
for the accident, but their car was badlv 
damaged and is not expected to take part 
in the race. It is almost certain that 
D. K. Mansell’s Alvis will not run. and 
this leaves 36 cars now in the race 
including Ramponi’s 0.M. : 


A DIFFICULT CORNER. 

Concerning Bradshaw's Brae, Mr. F. 8, 
Barnes told me after the accident to his 
fellow-driver that it was a most difficult 
proposition for the small cars. The 
large cars were able, by reason of their 
weight and stability, to hold the road, 
but the drivers of the smaller cars had to 
exercise the “most accurate 
They dare not apply a brake, but had to 
take the hill, with its dangerous twists 
and turns, on their engine. The road 
surface, as far as they were concerned. 
was like marble, and if they applied a 
brake they would immediately go into an 
uncontrollable skid. i 

There was a lot of loose rubble lying 
around the road at Bradshaw's Brae and 
opposite the pits. Both Varzi and Cam- 
pari, who are driving Italian Alfa-Romeo 
cars, had their goggles broken by fiving 
stones thrown up by the back wheels of 
other cars. As a result of the complaints 
made in this respect by drivers, the race 
officials have decided to sweep these 
sections of the course and give them a 
special treatment. : 


THE HESITATING SPARROW. 

Perhaps, the most unusual accident 
during the practices occurred to Mr. A. F. 
Ashby, who is driving a Riley. Ho was 
speeding along the course towards New- 
townards when a bird flew across the 
road in front of him. The bird hesitated 
for a second in front of the car and then 
flew straight at his face. 

Fortunately its beak hit his left gogcle 
and broke the glass without inflicting anv 
injury on the driver’s face. If the bird 
had struck him in the face. Mr. Ashby 
said that he would have received a nasty 
cut, and the sudden shock micht have 
even caused a bad accident. á 


OTHER ACCIDENTS. 

Mr. Kaye Don, the winner of the first 
Tourist Trophy Race, took the motoring 
correspondent of a well-known cross- 
Channel newspaper around the course on 
his. first lap. At the ‘‘ tricky ” corner in 
Comber village his car went into a bad 
skid, and it was only his superb skill 
that saved a nasty accident. He pulled 
up at the pits at the end of that lap, and 
his passenger got out to give place to Mr. 
Don’s official mechanic. 

Mr. W. Sullivan, the Irish driver of 
Major R. G. Heyn’s Lea-Francis, was 
involved in a bad skid at the Dundonald 
hairpin bend, and narrowly missed knock- 
ing down the medical officer on duty there. 
He had to pull up, but continued almost 
immediately.

RACE FEVER IN BELFAST. 

The interest that is being manifested 
in the race by the people of this city, and, 
in fact, all over Northern Ireland, was 
shown by the thousands of people who 
were out this morning to witness the 
practices. They were congregated in the 
grand stand and behind the pits and all 
around the circuit at the vantage points. 
Those who had secured positions at Brad- 
shaw's Brae received more than one thrill 
in thesotitfse of the morning; for, as far 
as the-drivers are concerned, this section 
of tH& “eoúrse is the most dangerous, re- 
quiring an infinite amount of skill and 
caution. 

The knowledge that the practices were 
to be conducted under actual race condi- 
tions added to the interest. It was, indeed, 
a fine sight to see all the cars lined up 
one «aiter ‘another at the start of the 
practic®s, and every time afterwards that 
a car tame into the pits it had to wait 
at the-starting point opposite the official 
timekeeper before it went out on to the 
course. again. 
goin MANY PRIVATE CARS. 

The number of private cars that were 
out all around the course, parked in every 
conceivable spot, was extraordinary, and 
gave a fair indication of the many 
thousands of cars that will be parked 
around the course on the day of the race 
itself. 

Retutning from the practices, shortly 
after noon, there was an unending string 
of cars, and for the three miles from the 
terminus into the centre of the city the 
road was lined with men, women and 
children. The enthusiasm of the children 
was inspiring. As a racing car hove into 
sight they shrieked and jumped around 
the footpaths, clapped their hands, and 
revelled in the sound of the open exhausts. 
Mothers;.and .fathers and hundreds. of 
policemen had a busy time trying to keep 
these _ohildren off the roadway and out of 
danger.

“RECORDS” BROKEN,

the “ record ” by four seconds, lapping In 
10 minutes 57 seconds. Crabtree, on an 
Austin, also reduced the ‘‘record’’ for the 
clase=hy four seconds, lapping in 12 minutes 
49 seconds, and a few minutes later Gunnar 
Poppe, also on an Austin, bettered Crabtree's 
lap by seven seconds. These times in 
practice presage a hectic race. 

Caracciola put in easy practice, His best 
lap, and actually the best of the day's 
ractice, was 10 minutes 54 seconds. Karl 
lowes lan of 10 minutes 59 seconds was 
very good, while Malcolm Campbell lapped 
in 11 minutes 1 second. The Jast-named 
nearly crashed at Quarry.

The Committee of Management of the 
Enniscorthy Mental Hospital spent nearly 
three hours on Tuesda bnvestigalns charges 
against attendants aid nurses who had been 
fined or suspended by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent. : 

r. Kennedy, Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent, repo that Dr. Lyons, Assistant 
Resident Medical Superintendent, found a 
patient, on July 26th, marked on the right 
cheek. Nurse Johanna Murphy admitted 
striking the patient. As, this was the first 
complaint against Nurse Murphy in her 
eleven years’ service, the Resident Medical 
Superintendent warned her and fined her £1. 

bn 30th July the Matron reported that 
Nurse Katie Kehoe hit a patient on the back. 
This nurse denied striking the patient. As 
this was the second case of hitting a patient 
within a week, the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent suspended the nurse. 

ATTENDANT FINED. 

On 4th August Dr. Lyons fined Attendant 
M. Doyle, junior, 5s. for allowing a patient 
who was on a suicidal caution to go alone 
into a lavatory. Doyle paid the fine im a 
very impertinent manner, 

Attendant Doyle, who appealed to the 
Committee against the fine, explained that 
there were 43 patients in the observation 
dormitory, suicidal cases and epileptics. He 
sent Attendant Hennessy to the far end of 
the ward to get two patients who .were 
going to strike one another with pillows to 
get back into bed. On another side a patient 
was getting out of. the bed, and a boy of 
nine years was trying to pull the bed-clothes 
off an epileptic. The epileptic. was not, in 
the best of form, and he (Doyle) was afraid 
he would hurt the child: Then another*man, 
a dangerous homicidal and suicidal case, 
who had threatened to harm the doctors and 
himself severa] times, spoke to him. While he 
was Speaking to him Dr. Lyons came “up: shd 
asked why another patient, who was a 
suicidal case, had been allowed to go alone 
into the lavatorv, and fined him 5s. 

Dr. Lyons said that he gave the attendant 
the option of a 5s, fme or to go before the 
Committee. The attendant paid the fine and 
then appealed to the Committee and told a 
pack of absolute lies. 

The Committee decided to revrimand the 
attendant, and approved .of the doctor’s 
action. 

NURSE AND PATIENT. 

In the case of Nurse Katie Kehoe, the 
Matron said that she saw thidugh a ward 
window a number of patients at exercise in 
the grounds. Rain.came on, and, while three 
attendants were getting the patients under 
shelter of a tree, Nurse Kehoe struck one 
patient on the back. 

Nurse Kehoe said she only pushed the 
patient. 

The Committee. decided to suspend her for 
a month, and fined her a month’s pay.’ Th 
Committee approved of the fine in Nurse 
Murphy’s case. 

During the discussion a message arrived 
that the attendants at dinner were objecting 
to the bacon. The Resident Medical Super- 
intendent with three members of the Com- 
mittee went and inspected the meat, and 
reported that it was not bad, but that one 
bha was slightly tainted near the shoulder 

one. 

Mr. “O'Connor. representative of the 
Workers’ Union, and twe attendants appeared 
at the meeting. in connection with the com- 
plaints about the dietary made at a previous 
meeting. The chief points concerned scarcity 
of vegetables, muddy drinking water, and 
meat unfit for eating. Mr. O'Connor said 
that there had been a marked improvement 
in the ‘diet within the past month, and the 
onlv point was about the drinking water. 

The Committee decided to go into the ques- 
tion of the water at the next meeting.

POULTRY. a BIRDS, DAIRY. 


PREPARING FOR WINTER. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
Bays :'— 
As the poultry keepers’ year does not end 
till the first of November, it will be time 
enough if all the young birds are settled 
in their winter quarters early in October, 
so that they will be laying during that 
month or early in November, but, of 
course, it they can be in before that so 
much the better. However, much of 
this work will depend on the weather, 
as fine warm days are necessary to carry 
out these operations properly, and the 
weather we have had lately is not pro- 
mising. The following quotation from 
an old poultry paper shows how often we 
are in trouble in connection with this 
work from wet weather :—‘‘You are told : 
(1) To lime-wash your houses. (2) To 
strip the leaky felt off and replace it 
with new. In both cases you are told 
to choose a fine day—but when? And 
where in this beautiful climate are you 
to find a fine day? The only reason for 
doing this sort of work in June or 
August, instead of December, is because 
there is more daylight. I can never 
remember having felted a roof in fine 
weather. Directly I appear with a roll 
of roofing material the rains descend, 
and the floods fall and beat upon that
